The determination of members of 
the Police Trial Board to “bear down 
on offending policemen as a result of 
the recent epidemic of iawlessness in 
the department, has resulted in a sit- 
uation without parallel :n_ the 
tory of the department. 


Board Sets New 


Of the approximately 30 cases heard 
by the police tribunal during the past 
two weeks more than a score of the 
cases have resulted in convictions and 
the ten recommendations for dis- 
miseal during this period set a rec- 
ord never before attained even iu 
year of trial board sittings. 

The severity of the penalties handed 
down by the board recently and its 
warning that “no mercy will be et 
tended to the guilt¥,” is bound to 
have its effect on the department per- 
sonnel as a whole, officials believe. Maj, 
Hesse reiterated his recent edict that 
drunkenness on the police force will 
not be tolerated and declared that any 
policeman charged with this offense 
and found guilty could expect no sym- 
pathy from him or other officials in 
the department.

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SLAYING KIDNAPERS 


PROMISE 10 GIVE UF 


Letter, Inclosing Marked 
Money, Says Killers of Boy, 
10, wi Surrender. 


DRAGNET DRAWN TIGHTER 


21 (A.P.).—A letter 
made public today 
and assertedly sent by the kidnapers 
and slayers of 10-year-old Gill Jamle- 
son, declares that the murderers would 
reveal their identities next Tuesday. 

The letter said that its authors were 
willing to pay the death penalty for 
the kidnaping and strangling last 
Tuesday of the son of Frederick W 
Jamieson, vice president of the Ha- 
wall Trust Co. 

This was the chief development in 
the search for the killers of the boy, 
whose body was found yesterday after 
a threedday search by thousands of 
persons. Talk of vigilante vengeance 
had somewhat subsided, although feel- 
ing still was high against the abduc- 
tors, who had demanded $10,000 ran- 
som for the boy’ and killed him a few 
hours after his father had handed 
them $4,000 upon their promise that 
the boy be returned at once 
and unharmed 

The letters from’ the asserted kid- 
napers passed through the Honolulu 
postoffice yesterday morning, Dut was 
withheld from publication’ until today 
upon request of the authorities. In- 
closed the letter was a $5 bill, 
the serial number of which appeared 
upon the list of thote which Jamieson 
gave the abductors Tuesday night. 

Revealing that Gill had been killed, 
the missive referred sneeringly to the 
efforts of “the many detectives. vhe 
pests,” to solve the mystery. 

Every possible avenue of escape was 
closely guarded by sheriff’s deputies 
today. All ships leaving port were or- 
dered searched and a watch was kept 
on smaller vessels. 

Miss Mary P. Winne, school principal, 
visited the city jail last night but was 
unable to identify any of the men 
under arrest as the person who called 
for Gill at his school. 

All fifteen of the men held for ques- 


tioning in connection with the kid- 
naping were quietly transferred from 
the city jail to Oahu prison as a safety 
precaution. 

About 90 officers and men of the 
Hawalian National Guard were sum- 
moned “for duty at the armory” where 
they spent the night. 

A report that Harry Kaisan, former 
chauffeur of Jamieson’s, had confessed 
to the crime, was promptly denied by 
investigatg@s.

At the same time Mr. Owen repeated

SPEECH IS EXPECTED 
TO MAKE OR RUIN HIM 


Enthusiasm of Crowds Is 


Marked as Train Crosses 
Border Into Kansas.

On Board Smith Special Train 
Through Kansas En Route to Denver, 
Sept. 21—Oklahoma nas reacted sul- 
lenly to Gov. Smith's speech on intoler- 
ance in its capital city last night. What 
the verdict of the millions throughout 
the country who listened in on the 
radio will be those aboard the Smith 
special train had had no way of know- 
ing today. 

The belief persists on the train, how- 
ever, that the governor’s speech will 
make or break him in this campaign. 
He has brought the religious issue into 
the open, the first time in the history 
of the country that a presidential 
nominee has deemed it necessary to 
make it the theme of a campaign 
speech. From now on it is certain to 
figure more prominently in the cam- 
paign than ever before. 

Gov. Smith admitted in his speech 
that he took the step against the ad- 
vice of many of his loyal adherents. He 
added that his personal preference 
would have been to have confined his 
utterances to a dozen of the issues out- 
lined in the two party platforms. 

But the “whispering campaign” 
against him, he charged, had assumed 
such proportions throughout the coun- 
try that the time had come to justify 
himself and his party to drag it out 
in the open regardless of effect it may 
have on his presidential chances. 

Sit Stolidly in Seats. 


Once he reached that conclusion he 
selected a section of the country that 
has proved to be fertile soil for the 
cultivation of anti-Catholic propaganda 
to make the attack. His fiery denuncia- 
tion of religious bigotry was made in 
what formerly was a hotbed of Ku 
Kluxism and where such sentiment per- 
sists, despite a decided decrease in the 
numerical strength of the klan, and it 
didn’t register so strong. The greater 
part of time his big audience sat 
stolidly in the seats while he poured 
cut his invectives against proscription 
of candidates for public offices because 
of their religion. 

It was a bitter dose for the people 
to swallow. They aren’t accustomed 
to hearing from their spiritual and 
political advisers that it is “un-Ameri- 
can and wicked” to raise the religious 
issue against a candidate. 

It didn’t help their feelings any 
when Gov. Smith laid bare before 
them his record as Governor of New 
York and defied his traducers to pick 
out a single flaw in his record that 
would justify opposition to his can- 
didacy in his own party. 

The inference was plain that he 
looked upon Democratic opposition to 
him in the State as proof that he was 
being fought on religious grounds. 


Train Crowds Unenthusiastie. 


Smith had his enthusiastic 
supporters in the audience, and they 
were vociferous with their applause at 
times, but the majority took no part 
in the demonstrations. The applause 
at the conclusion of his speech was 
only mildly enthusiastic and short- 
lived. 

There was a marked contrast be- 
tween his cordial reception upon his 
arrival in Oklahoma City yesterday 
morning and the reaction to his 
speeclk. last night. There has been 
nothing to indicate since that the 
speech has improved his chances of 


carrying Oklahoma. There were no 
mob scenes after he left the Colisium, 
and his departure this morning oc- 
casioned no big turnout of population 
to speed him on his way. 

The same stolid indifference was 
characteristic of crowds that came to 


Gov 
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see him at Guthrie, Perry, Ponca City 
and Newkirk this afternoon. Con- 
Sidering the size of towns, the crowds 
were large, but there was no enthusi- 
asm in their greeting and but little 
cheering. Moreover, there seemed a 
lack of contact between the man on 
the playtform and the natives. 

If the governor noticed any absence 
of warmth on the part of the crowds he 


betrayed no sign. The lack of enthusi- 
asm may be explained partly by the 
fact that his route today tcok him 
through the Republican belt in Okla- 
homa, a section that never has been 
Faertial to Democrats, even in State 
campaigns, but it was a new expert- 
ence on the trip to find interest in 
Gov. Smith so languid 

It was not until he entered Republi- 
Car Kansas that there was a repetition 
of the scenes of the preceding four days. 
At Arkansas City a huge throng was 
out to greet him and there was band 
music for the first time today and 
plenty of enthusiasm. The governor did 
more handshaking there than he did in 
a’: the Oklahoma stops. 

He received a warm welcome at Win- 
field also, but the big demonstration of 
the day occurred at Wichita There the 
party leaders made a great showing for 
their nominee. It took on the appear- 
ance of a real Democratic rally and Gov. 
and Mrs. Smith seemed to enjoy their 
experience hugely. 


Odds Bad in Kansas. 


There was an abundance of enthus- 
laem also at Newton and Hutchinson. 
where another 30-minute stop was 
made; St. Johns, Kinsley and Dodge 
City, cities through which the train 
passed In the later aflernon and early 
evening. 

As in Oklahoma this morning, the 
section of Kansas visited by the govern- 
or today is heavily Republican, but he 
had no reason to be disappointed by the 
welcome he received. It was evident 
that his attitude toward farm relief, as 
revealed in his Omaha speech, had 
struck a responsive chord in Kansas 
Cklahoma, it developed. has only a mild 
interest in the McNary-Haugen bill, and 
he added little, if anything. to his 
strength there by his Cmaha speech. 

Large delegations of Kansas Demo- 
crate boarded the special train at, each 
stop to accompany the governor to the 
next town. They spoke encouragingly of 
his prospects, but admitted the odds 
were against him in <ansas. The Smith 
apecial is scheduled to arrive in Denver 
tomorrow morning at 10:10 o'clock, 
mountain time. Brief stops are to be 
nade at La Junta, Pueblo and Colorado 
Springs en route. 


Hughes Plans to Speak 
In Support of Hoover 


New York. Sept. 21 (A.P.).—Charles 
£E Hughes, returning today from a 
three-month European vacation, said 
he thought he would make two or 
three speeches in behalf of Herbert 
Hoover. First, however, he will confer 
with members of the national Repub- 
lican committee and famillarize him- 
self with the campaign. 

The former Secretary of State. who 
has been named American judge of the 
World Court bench to fill the unex- 
pired term of John Bassett Moore, em- 
phatically declined to discuss politics 
He was told that Gov. Smith, in his 
speech at Oklahoma City last night 
had quoted him, among others, in 
citing prominent Republicans’ ap- 
praisal of the governor's administra- 
tions.

$90,000 Is Set by Red Cross 
as District’s Share in 
Relief Program. 


COOLIDGE MAKES APPEAL 


Chairman John Barton Payne yester- 
day notified chapters throughout the 
country that the American Red Cross 
will need a minimum of $5,000,000 to 
carry out its program of hurricane re- 
lief in Florida and Porto Rico. Wash- 
ington’s quota has been raised from 
$40.0C0 to $50,000. More than €10,000 
hase been contributed here. The Tues- 
day headquarter’s total was $1,677.70. 
The Tuesday Washington Post total was 
$77.50. 

Additional developments yesterday 
included a telegram sent by President 
Coolidge from Ludlow, Vt., urging the 
citizenry to meet the $5,000,000 goal, a 
statement to the same general effect 
by Herbert Hoover, Republican noml- 
nee for President, and a telegram from 
Will Rogers, humorist and comedian, 
that he was sending a contribution of 
$1,000. 

“IT am gratified,” the President said, 
“that the Red Cross acted so promptly 
upon receipt of its first surveys of the 
extent of the needs following the hurrl- 
cane which, after the devastation it 
had already wrought in Porto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands, has exacted a toll 
of a great loss of life, suffering and 
property devastation in Florida. I 
earnestly request our citizens to re- 
spond promptly in meeting the goal of 
nt least $5,000,000 which the Red Cross 
has requested for the relief of those 
whose plight will appeal to the most 
generous impulses of our people.” 

Chairman Payne’s announcement of 
&® mimimum came after it had been 
reported to him that at least 400,000 
Porto Ricans are absolutely destitute 
as a result of the catastrophe and en- 
tirely dependent on the Red Cross, for 
food. colthing, shelter and medical aid, 
and that 15,000 Florida families may 
require the assistance of the Red Cross, 
which is already feeding and providing 
emergency relief for 5,000 residents of 
that State. 

$5,000,000 Minimum Set. 


The chairman’s telegram fixing the 
National goal was as follows: 

“First surveys both Porto Rico and 
Florida disaster received at midnight 
by cable from Baker and telephone from 
Schafer indicate needs both places far 
exceed preliminary estimate. In Porto 
Rico 400.000 destitute and near to star- 
vation with grave health problems and 
threatencd epidemics. Refugees must 
be fed, ciothed, sheltered by Red Cross 
for long emergency period. In Florida 
15,000 families requiring emergency aid 
and later rehabilitation. Five million 
dollars will be absolute minimum re- 
quired as relief fund. Confident when 
people your community realize grave 
need, response will be immediate and 
generous. Urge you bend every effort 
exceed this quota if possible.” 

Mr. Hoover issued his statement aft- 
er a conference with other members 
of the executive committee of the 
Red Cross. Declaring ‘$5,000,000 is cer- 
tainly a minimum sum for the size 
of the disaster which these people have 
met,” he said: 

“I spent some time with the Red 
Cross this morning, as a member of 
the central committee, looking into 
the information they have as to the 
disaster in Porto Rico and Florida. 
The Red Cross has issued an appeal 
for $5,000,000 for assistance. I am very 
much in hopes that it will be sup- 
ported and supported very promptly. 

“There ls a minimum of 400,000 peo- 
le who are homeless in Porto Rico. 

ere is a great deal of destruction 
and difficulty in Florida. It is a very 
fortunate thing that the Red Cross 
has developed into a very efficient na- 
tional organization for the handling 
of national disasters, ahd it ts one of 
the most efficient bodies in the world, 
with a trained corps of men that can 
be thrown into the scene of disaster 
instantly who know immediately the 
basis of organization; but no amount 
of skilled staff can succeed unless it 
has an effective financial backing. Five 
million dollars is certainly a minimum 
sum for the size of the disaster which 
these people have met.”

Riverside, Calif., Sept. 21 (A.P.).— 
Murder indictments against Gordon 
Stuart Northcott, 20 years old, and his 
mother, Mrs. Sarah Louisa Northcott, 
charging them with slaying youths on 
the Northcott chicken ranch near here, 
were returned by the county grand jury 
today. 

Northcott and his mother, both of 
whom are under arrest in Canada, were 
charged in the indictment with the 
murder of Walter Collins, 10 years old, 
who disappeared last spring from Glen- 
dale, Calif. The second bill charged 
Northcott with the slaying of an un- 
identified Mexican youth and Louis and 
Nelson Winslow, 12 and 10, respectively, 
who disappeared several months ago 
from Pomona, Calif. 

The second indictment charged the 
20-year-old Canadian with an “in- 
famous crime” against Sanford Clark, 
15-year-old nephew of Northcott, who 
declared he was shamefully mistreated 
over a period of two years and that he 
remained a virtual prisoner on the 
Northcott chicken ranch. 

The two indictments were returned 
late today in Superior Court 

District Attorney Albert F. Ford an- 
nounced that he would send a telegram 
to Secretary of State Frank Kellogg, 
at Washington, asking the provisional 
arrest of Northcott and his mother by 
Canadian authorities.

THE QUININE TRUST. 
In April the Government seized some $1090,- 
000 worth of quinine, consigned to American 
jobbers by Dutch producers, alleging violation 


of the autitrust laws, and entered suit against 


cond 


27 concerns, of which 7 were American. This 
week the suit was ended with the signing of 
a consent decree in Federal court. Under it 
the manufacturers will be restrained from im- 
posing restrictions upon the resale of quinine 
in the United States; hindering the shipment 
or sale in, into or from the United States of 
cinchona bark or quinine derivatives; partici- 
pating in any arrangement for pooling or divi- 
sion of profits or territory with reference to 
sales in the United States; discriminating be- 
tween purchasers located within the United 
States; and selling on the condition that the 
purchaser will not deal with a competitor of 
the seller. 

The quantity of quinine imported into the 
United States is not great—coming to but about 
$2,000.000 a year. Its importance as a drug, 
however, makes it highly desirable that its 
free movement be not restricted. Quinine is 
largely a Dutch monopoly, and for this reason 
the Government’s victory in the suit may well 
be looked upon as of more than ordinary im- 
portance. Other commodities, vital to the Na- 
tion’s welfare, are controlled at their source 
by foreign monopolies. The successful suit 
against the Dutch quinine trust will become 
a precedent to guide action against foreign 
iodine, camphor, potash and other monopolies, 
should they be fould to violate the anti-trust 
laws. 

At present there is a great hue and cry for 
the revision of the antitrust laws. Communi- 
cation interests, for example, point to that 
saction of the law that prohibits cable-radio 
mergers as placing American communication 
mnterests at the mercy of foreign interests that 
are now engaged upon vast schemes for con- 
solidation, and in .certain channels it is sug- 
gested that the prosperity of inland waterways 
depends upon liberalization of the law so that 
the railroads can actively take part in their 
operation. The antitrust laws, however, have 
proved their value in the Dutch quinine trust 
case in protecting American interests. Obvi- 
ously tifeir revision, if it be found necessary 
or wise, is to be undertaken with the greatest 
caution and care. 


ANTARCTIC EXPLORATION. 


Commander Byrd has frequently pointed 
out to the American people that he is not 
concerned primarily with a dash to the South 
Pole. Dashes to the poles, he believes, served 
their purpose in days gone by, but today the 
need is for scientific exploration and exami- 
nation of the polar regions. The Antarctic 
expedition now getting under way numbers 
in its personnel experts in various sciences, 
each of whom is expected-to bring home a 
harvest of discovery.

“Today,” he says, “forecasters at best have 
but a 35 percent accuracy. With meteorologi- 
cal stations set up in the Arctic and Antarctic 
we could expect 50 per cent, and later even 
greater.’’ Capt. Wilkins plans to seek suit- 
able bases for the establishment of Antarctic 
meteorological stations which he hopes nations 
of the Southern Hemisphere will erect, to work 
in conjunction with 35 such stations which he 
says the Aero-Arctic Society of Berlin is to 
establish in the Arctic. ° 

Both Byrd and Wilkins head well-organized 
expeditions. The former has most occupied 
the public eye, and he plans a general study 
of the potentialities of the Antarctic. Wilkins 
is confining his attention to one specific mat- 
ter, but it is one of importance to business 
and industry throughout the world. 


TINKERING WITH TRAFFIC. 


The local traffic ordinance is only three 
years old. It was adopted after months of ex- 
haustive inquiry into approved methods of 
traffic regulation in effect elsewhere and was 
held up to the people of Washington at thal 
time as a model ordinance, Since then, how- 
ever, several agencies have interested them- 
selves in the creation of a model set of regu- 
lations and recently, at the national confer- 
ence on street and highway safety, a model 
ordinance was adopted that differs in many 
essential respects from that in effect in Wash- 
ington. The Merchants and Manufacturers 
Association recommends that the model ordi- 
nance be adopted in Washington. 

Desirability of uniform traffic regulatioo 
is patent. In Washington, because of the faci 
that there are continually in the city thousands 
of motorists State

blessing. Aside from that 
ever, the National Capital 
lead in this matter, 
adoption of the code.

They were patient, in- 
genious, and industrious and strove for ex- 
cellence, 

* Modern demands have forced printers as a 
rule to work for production rather than for 
artistic merit. Syracuse with its ‘‘artist 
printer” course, has an opportunity to pro- 
mote the reestablishment of printing as a fiue 
art. 


CONTROL OF LOBBYISTS. 


If those who are seeking to regulate 
paid lobbyists by law would consider the fact 
that the practice goes back to the days of the 
Roman Empire and beyond, they would see 
‘that their efforts are directed at something 
that has hung about the edges of legislative 
chambers, entered the throne rooms of kings, 
and colored the political narratives of all 
civilized peoples, In Anglo-Saxon usage the 
practice may be traced to the ancient right 
of petition. While the lobbyist is not always an 
ostensible petitioner, he is, nevertheless, in 
succession to those who have sought to secure 
concessions or advantages by solicitation. Cato 
was so offended by the lobbyists of his day 
that he declared that the whole class should 
be swept out of the lobbies of the Roman 
senate, men and women, particularly the -lat- 
ter. 

The outright petitioner, whose efforts are 
candidly directed toward affecting the course 
of legislation, is an institution of the common 
law of Anglo-Saxon peoples. . 

The lobbyist and the petitioner have seldom 
pooled issues so earnestly as they did during 
the early agitation for the solution of slavery 
ills, When the House of Representatives cut 
off the right of petition, such petjtions were 


presented daily by the aged John Quincy.

ART IN PLASTIC MATERIALS. 

Expansion in the number and uses of plas- 
tic products is a tribute to the progress made 
in the practical arts. Men now seek to give a 
cultural or artistic gloss to many articles and 
accessories formerly looked upon as too com- 
monplace to be rated worthy of artistic effort. 
The art schools of the day offer many courses 
of practical art, the carrying out of which has 
added to the interest, grace and charm of life. 
Inevitably, chemistry has been tho 
through which the plastic artist has 
his creative enterprise. 

Lacquers and novel paint materials have 
been lured from chemicals which had no such 
application a generation ago. Particularly have 
the pyroxylins given to plastic art much of 
its material and aids to beauty. Many com- 
modities, themselves not plastic, have been 
levied upon for plastic service. Hence have 
arisen such trade names as celluloid, pyralin, 
viscoloid, fiberloid and xylonite. Toilet ar- 
ticles, automobile curtains, furniture, and a 
multitude of other objects have been made 
beneficiaries of the pyroxylin family. 

Surgery drafts upon this fecund chemical 
family by using some of its forms for collo- 
dion, while photographic films and plates are 
deeply its debtor. With diminishing inflam- 
mability, cellulose acetates are taking the 
place of nitrates for moving picture films. 
Lacquers, waterproof, artificial leather, belts, 
bags, shoes, book bindings, artificial fabrics 
and automobile, upholstery are all skillfully 
derived from a common source. Imitation 
ivory in its manufactures gives testimony to 
the pyroxylins’ diversity of use for plastic and 
decorative needs. 

Resolved into the final test of worth and 
use, the total production of pyroxylin ma- 
terials as placed upon the market, according 
to the census taken three years ago, was 
valued at $75,987,000. Today the figures 
would need to be revised upward. Lacquers, 
enamels, thinners and solutions of this sub- 
stance are found in almost every phase of 
decoration. With the new materials is noted 
a general improvement in the sense of artis- 
try and taste. Americans are learning the 
subtlety of colors—something that has besn

RAILROAD CAREERS. 


Surprise having been expressed in 
some quarters that John Coolidge, son 
of President Coolidge, has entered rail- 
way service as an employe of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford, the Rail- 
way Age combats the view that the 
railroads do not offer as good a career 
to ambitious young men as other in- 
dustries, and that railway manage- 
ment is not on as high a plane as 
ever, 

In support of the view that rail- 
roading is still the “career open to 
talent,” and that advancement is not 
Slower in it than elsewhere, it cites 
the examples of a number of railway 
officers, some of whom only recently 
have become presidents. Alluding to 
Hale Holden, who is soon to leave the 
presidency of the Burlington to be- 
come chairman of the Southern Pa- 
cific, it is recalled that he “entered 
railway service as an attorney in 1907 
and in seven years, when only 45 years 
old, became president of the Burling- 
ton.” Other examples are mentioned 
as follows: “After having practiced 
law in Iowa, Fred W. Sargent came to 
Chicago as general solicitor of the 
North Western in 1921, and in four 
years, when only 49, became president 
of that railroad. Col. N. L. Howard 
was only 41 when he became president 
of the Chicago Great Western. H. R. 
Kurrie was only 39 when he became 
president of the Monon. L. A. Downs 
worked his way up from the bottom 
through the engineering and operat- 
ing departments, but he was only 52 
when he became president of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia, and 54 when he be- 
came president of the Illinois Central. 
H. A. Scandrett was 52 when he be- 
came president of the Milwaukee. 
Fairfax Harrison, of the Southern, be- 
came a railway president at 41, and 
Ralph Budd, of the Great Northern, at 
40. No matter where a man starts in 
the railroad business he has a chance 
to become a president. He has as 
good a chance to rise to one of the 
highest positions in the industry 
while still young as he would have in 
any other industry.”

NITRATE OF SILVER USED. 
ITRATE of silver is used internal- 
N ly in some cases of ulcer of the 

stomach and in some other mala- 
dies. Where used at all it is given for 
weeks or months. The great drawback 
to its use for a long time is that it 
causes a pigmentation of the _ skin 
Which the doctors call argyria. 

A white-race man who is the subjeci 
of argyria has a grayish, slaty skin, not 
exactly black, nor any of the varia- 
tions of the mixed whites and blacks. 
but dark enough to be classed as a 
black man by the superficial observer. 
The color is there to stay. It is a life- 
time condition. The change from a 
white man to a black man is due to the 
deposit of insoluble silver salts in th” 
deeper layers of the skin. It is a sort 
of universal tattooing in which the 
silver ink is deposited by the blood 
route. 

There have been many efforts to find 
a way to bleach the skin of those with 
this disorder. Drs. Stilllans and Law- 
less think they have found a method. 
A case came into their hands on which 
they tried most of the older methods 
without success. One of these was elec- 
tric baths with lodide of potassium in 
the water. This ionization-postassium- 
fodide method failed. 

They then worked out a method of 
their own. It consists of injecting into 
the skin a freshly made solution of six 
per cent sodium thiosulphate and one 
per cent potassium ferricyanide. The 
mixture spoils if it stands more than 
one minute before being injected. The 
theory is that the silver lying in the 
skin is first converted into ferricyanide 
Next it changes to silver sulphide, and 
that is dissolved, absorbed by the blood 
stream, and carried to some organ of 
excretion, by which it Is thrown out of 
the body. 

The ferricyanides are poisonous, but 
the quantity used is small, since but 
little can be injected into the skin.

CONTRACT BRIDGE. 

E GIVE today another Contract 
W hand in which all the bidding 
is carried on by North 
Scuth, East and West passing whenever 
it is their turn to declare.

South should bid two Ditamonds— 
the conventional method in Contract of 
showing a Major two-suiter and giving 
North a choice petween Spades and 
Hearts. The hand is really only a semi- 
two-sulter (1. @., a five-card sult and a 
four-card suit), but it has sufficient 
strength to justify the two-Diamond 
bia to show the two Majors, even al- 
though the Hearts nufmber only four. A 
Minor two-bid should not be used to 
show a semi-two-suiter unless the whole 
hand is strong and its four-card suit 
especiaily so. 

In this case, North should bid FOUR 
Hearts. He knows that his partner will 
not announce a Major two-suiter with- 
out great strength; and with four 
tearts headed by the Ace and only a 
doubleton in Spades (which enables 
him to ruff South's spades if neces- 
sery), and a Minor Ace, there is little 
deubt that South will be able to make 
game. To bid only two or three Hearts 
would not adequately show the strength 
of the hand. 

North’s jump to four would suggest 
to South the possibility of a slam; but 
as the suit selected by North is a four- 
carder in South’s nand and as he has 
tnree losing cards in the Minors, his 
bidding above four would not be jusi- 
fied. The hand might produce a Small 
Slam (the adverse Ace of Clubs must 
win); it doubtless would if the five ad- 
verse Hearts were divided 3-2, which is 
probable, and the six adverse Spades 
3-3, which is improbable. With a 4-2 

ivision of the adverse Spades a slam is 
possible. The knowledge, ncwever, is 
only obtainable after the declarer sees 
both hands; at the table the bidding 
should stop at a four-Heart contract, 
which obviously could be made readily 
Trying for doubtful slams is a most ex- 
pensive habit.

EAR Viola Paris: Will you please 
advise me what to do for pouches 
under my eyes. I am in fairly 

good health.

Answer—That you say you are only 
in “fairly good health” would indicate 
that you are not altogether satisfied 
with your physical condition. Pouches 


under the eyes are not always a danger 
signal of serious internal trouble. They 
may be caused by insufficient rest, 
dissipation, nervousness or improper 
care of the skin. However, 1 would ad- 
vise a thorough examination by a phy- 
sician as a first precaution. If this re- 
veals nothing more than a general lack 
of physical tone, your problem then ts 
one of combining a gradual building up 
of your health with regular care of 
the skin.

CALL MONEY IS CHEAPER

New York, Sept. 21.—With General 
Motors setting a breath-taking pace for 
the market as a whole. Speculation for

Boycott my Cre Threatened 
by the American Civil 
Service League. 


William F. Ham, president of the 
Washington Railway & Electric Co., 
told the Public Utilities Commission 
yesterday when it resumed hearings on 
the petition for an increase in street 


car fares, that while his company would 
benefit through granting of the raise 
to the Capital Traction Co., original 
petitioner, alone, he still thought it 
necessary to grant the increase asked 
for to both systems. 

The Washington Railway & Electric 
Co. head said that increase of fares 
on the Capital Traction lines would 
send many more customers to his lines 
if they were running at the lower rate 
and that this would greatly increase 
the revenue of his company. Never- 
theless, he spent most of the day on 
the witness stand arguing that the 
increase, if granted, be applicable to 
both companies. 

Taking of testimony was preceded 
by making of record many protests 
against increased car fare. Senator Ar- 
thur Capper’s letter was read into the 
record, along with the telegrams re- 
ceived by the commission Thursday 
from Senators Howell and McKellar. 

Mercer G. Johnston read additional 
telegrams from Senators Burton K. 
Wheeler, Bronson Cutting, Howell, Will- 
lam H. King, C. C. Dill, A. H. Vanden- 
berg, Pat Harrison, Lynn J. Frazier and 
Gerald P. Nye and _ Representative 
George Huddleston.

of which Mrs. Margaret Hopkins Worrell 
is president, presented a protest for 
that body which intimated that a boy- 
cott of street cars by Federal employes 
would be attempted if carfares were in- 
creased.

Chairman John W. Childress, of the 
commission, overruled all Clayton’s 
motions.

Points to Potential Profits. 


Ham made four principal points. Al- 
though he denied that his company 
was asking for an increase his first 
point was that the present carfare rate 
is “inadequate, insufficient and con- 
fiscatory” as to his company. His sec- 
ond point was that either of the new 
fare schedules sought by the Capital 
Traction Co., 8 cents straight fare, or 
1Q@ cents cash, four tokens for 30 cents, 
was not excessive or unreasonable for 
his company. The other two points 
were that an increase for one company 
and not for the other would be con- 
trary to public policy as lael down by 
predecessor public utilities commis- 
sions and would be discriminatory and 
therefore illegal. 

He showed that his car lines earned 
only $769,000 net in the twelve 
months ending July 31, which figured 
down to 4.05 per cent on the commis- 
sion’s 1914 valuation brought up to 
date by adding capital investments, 
the sum being $19,000,000. 

He said that a 10-cent fare, or four 
tokens for 30 cents, should increase that 
annual profit by $445,422.25, which 
would afford a 5.93 per cent return on 
the $19,000,000 valuation, with a total 
profit of $1,214,000.
